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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This communication is responsive to the amendment filed 03/03/2006. 

2. The Art Unit location of your application in the PTO has changed. To aid in correlating 
any papers for this application, all further correspondence regarding this application should be 
directed to Group Art Unit 2615. 

Response to the Amendment and Remarks 

3. In response to the amendment filed 3/3/06, it fails to change the scope of claimed 
limitation since the limitation of "means for waterproofing said at least one transducer" is still 
recited in the sole independent claim (claim 1). 

4. Applicant's remarks are acknowledged, but they are not found persuasive because the 
limitation of "means for waterproofing said at least one transducer" is still recited in the sole 
independent claim. 

5. The Restriction/Election requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made 
FINAL. 

Election/Restriction 

6. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C 121 : 

I. Claims 1-31, drawn to structures/structural elements of a waterproof recreational 
audio device; 

II. Claims 32-47, drawn to structures/structural elements of a recreational audio 
device. 
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7. Inventions II and I are related as combination and subcombination. Inventions in this 
relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as claimed does not require 
the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for patentability, and (2) that the 
subcombination has utility by itself or in other combinations (MPEP 1 806.05(c)). In the instant 
case, the combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed because the invention I only drawn to a waterproof recreational audio device. The 
subcombination has separate utility such as an acoustic system or device other than waterproof. 

8. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons giving above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classifications, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

9. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for Group II is not required for Group I. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is 
proper.
